Frank  was  the  high  scorer  of  the  team  and,  together  with 
Richardson,  provided  a  fast-breaking,  high-scoring  combination  at  forwards  for  the 
Alajors.  Frank  had  an  uncann\-  e\e  for  the  basket  and  earned  a  reputation  as  a  hard 
man  to  cover.  The  fact  that  he  and  Richardson  will  be  back  next  year  gives  an 
optimistic  outlook  for  the  next  ^lajor  machine. 

Joe  Stone  was  the  fifth  member  of  the  combination  that  worked  so  effectively  for 
the  Majors.  Joe  is  one  of  those  rarities — a  Sophomore  regular.  He  was  the  back 
guard  and  the  backbone  of  the  defense.  Joe  is  a  fine  floor  man  and  can  score  when 
needed.     ]\Iuch  is  expected  of  him  before  he  is  through  as  a  Major. 
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Rabian  "Lupino"  Lane,  the  sensational  Sophomore  guard  of  last  year's  team, 
was  transformed  into  a  center  where  his  height  and  reach  were  very  \aluahle.
